MISSOURI HISTORY 
C ou zteay M issou ri H isto rica l S o c ie ty 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
Not since that day in 1825 when 
he Revolutionary War hero, Gen- 
sral Lafayette, visited the city, had 
here been such a notable event in 
St. Louis as the 
visit 
of Daniel 
Websters in 
June 
of 1837. 
The 
?reat Whig orator and statesman 
yf Massachusetts was at that time 
1 leading member of the 
United 
States Senate, and prominently 
mentioned for the presidency 
of 
the United States, a position 
he 
was 
destined 
never to fill. 
St. 
Louis made Webster’s entire visit 
there an outstanding event in its 
early history, but one of the great- 
et occasions of the visit was the 
big barbecue held in his honor on 
June 13, 1837, ninety-six years ago 
this week. 
Arrangements for the reception 
jf Webster in St. Louis were drawn 
up at a meeting held on June 11 in 
che Masonic Hall. 
It was decided 
to charter a boat, the “H. L. Ken­ 
ney” and meet the steamer “Rob­ 
ert Morris” on which the Webster 
>arty was making its journey thru 
the West. 
So, as soon as it 
was 
learned in St. Louis that 
Web­ 
ster’s boat had passed the mouth 
of the Ohio and was bound for S t 


Louis, the committee of welcome 
set out to meet it. 
The “Robert 
Morris” was met at a point a little 
below Jefferson Barracks, and the 
St.

boarded Webster’s 
steamboat to meet the Massachu 
setts statesman. 
The boats passed by the St. Louis 
wharf to give the visitors an op­

I you, perhaps a careful driver your­ 
self, would inevitably 
have your 
car smashed by some 
dangerous 
driver, and you and your 
family 
possibly killed. The reprimand, on 
the other hand, may save you from 
becoming a careless driver and 
a 
murderer. 
Every officer, on every 
road and street, in enforcing 
the 
traffic laws is protecting your life 
and your property and your 
own 
arrest or reprimand is a p art of 
the scheme for protecting you and 
others. 
Not only in regulating traffic and 
enforcing lawful driving is the of­ 
ficer the drivers’ friend. 
In case 
of trouble on the road, whether due 
to collision, or blockade,

i leading member of

Senate,

prominently 
mentioned for the presidency 
of 
the United States, a position 
he 
was 
destined 
never 
to fill. 
St. 
Louis made W ebster’s entire visit 
there an outstanding event in its 
early history, but one of the great- 
et occasions of the visit was the 
big barbecue held in his honor on 
June 13, 1837, ninety-six years ago 
this week. 
Arrangem ents for the reception 
of Webster in St. Louis were drawn 
up at a meeting held on June 11 in 
¿he Masonic Hall. 
It was decided 
to charter a boat, the “H. L. Ken- 
ley” and meet the steam er “ Rob- 
»rt Morris" on which the W ebster 
>arty was making its journey thru 
the West. 
So, as soon as it 
was 
learned in St. Louis that 
Web­ 
ster’s boat had passed the mouih 
of the Ohio and was bound for St. 


Ijouis, the committee of welcome 
set out to meet it. 
The “ Robert 
Morris” was m et at a point a little 
below Jefferson Barracks, and the 
St. 
Louisans 
boarded W ebster’s 
steamboat to meet the 
Massachu­ 
setts statesman. 
The boats passed by the St. Louis 
wharf to give the visitors an op­ 
portunity to view the city, and then 
returned to 
the 
Market 
Street 
landing, 
where 
a 
large 
crowd 
cheered the arrival of the states­ 
man. The great Welwter appear­ 
ed a few times to 
the 
cheering 
crowd and then entered a carriage 
ed from the cabin of the boat, bow- 
to be taken with hsi family to the 
National Hotel, which was their 
residence for the several days they 
were in the city. 
The high spot of the entire visit, 
however, was the great 
barbecue 
held in W ebster’s honor on June 13 
Although 
cloudy, 
it was 
a very 
pleasant day, and a crowd of about 
five thousand persons came to hear 
the noted orator speak. 
A long 
procession of citizens, with Chas. 
Keemle as m arshal of the day, led 
by “A choice band of music”, es­ 
corted W ebster to the grove where 
the barbecue was held. 
The site 


was on ground owned by Judge J. 
B. C. Lucas, where later stood Lu­ 
cas Market. 
The president of the day 
was 
General William H. Ashley, a not­ 
ed fur trader, former 
lieutenant- 
governor of 
Missouri 
and 
Con­ 
gressman. 
After the barbecue was 
over, W ebster, who is even yet ac­ 
claimed as one of the greatest ora­ 
tors of American history, rose to 
deliver his address. 
Of the ora- 
.tor’s speech on that day, Elihu 
II. 
Shepard, 
St. 
I»uis 
historian, 
wrote: 
. 
. 
. the great orator 
rose amid the aclamations of thou- 
| sands and enchanod their raptur- 
, ous attention for eighty 
minutes 
. . . . He was frequently cheer- 
; od by the enthusiastic crowd, 
who 
in their frenzy seemed desirous of 
I bearing him aloft, if not to 
the 
skies, at least 
as 
high as their 
hands could carrv him, and were 


j only restrained from 
attem pting 
it by a desire to have him continue 
: the flood from the same fountain”. 
There were at least a few per­ 
sona in St. Louis,

did not acclaim the “God-like Dan­ 
iel”. 
These were the 
Jacksonia i 
Democrats, who made 
themselves 
felt through the columns of their 
paitiaan pa|>er, the Missouri Argus. 
Not only did the Argus of June 20 
declare that there were only twen­ 
ty-five 
hundred 
persons 
at the 
grove, but it stated that Webster 
“was unable to command the 
a t­ 
tention of his audience”. 
Even the 
orator’s eloquence was discounted, 
acording to this paper, for " . . . 
as an orator, as k declaimer to 
a 
popular assembly, he is almost be 
low mediocrity, or else at this city 
he made a 
most 
miserable 
anil 
complete failure”. 
It is probably that the long, vici­ 
ous atack on Webster 
was 
more 
partisan than 
truthful. 
Perhaps 
the editor feared the political ef­ 
fect of W ebster’s visit, and hasten­ 
ed to neutralize it with 
bombast. 
At any rate, another St. Ixiuis his­ 
torian, J. Thomas Scharf, record­ 
ed that “the a<kninistration enter­ 
tained for Mr. Webster by St. I,ouis 
was attested by one of the grand­ 
est dem onstraitons that ever took 
place in this country in honor 
of 
any public man”. 
Before leaving St. Louis, Web­ 
ster also spoke in the hall of 
St. 
Ixiuis University, where he made 
marked impression on the stud­ 
ents and faculty with the measure 
flow of his sentences. 
From 
St. 
Louis, W ebster and his family pro­ 
ceeded to Alton, 111. In later years, 
in addition to his service in Con­ 
gress and the Senate, Webster be­ 
came 
Secretary 
of 
State under 
three presidents and died in

office in 1852.
